Sir: Ihave the honor to submit my report of the affairs of the 
Oregon State Penitentiary from Dec. 1, 1882, to Sept. 7, 1884. The 
appropriation made by the legislative assembly of 1882 for the ex- 
penses of the two years ending Sept. 1884 was $40,700, and for the 
completion of the workshops then in course of construction $2,000. 
Before I assumed the office of Superintendent there had been ex-

A large quantity of brick was required in 1883 for the comple- 
tion of the Asylum and structures connected therewith, and these 
the Penitentiary was directed to supply. To enable us to manufac- 
ture them a considerable outlay was necessary for tools and material. 
I considered that the appropriation of 1882 was for. ordinary ex- 
penses only, and could not therefore properly be used for purposes of 


this chatacter. Accordingly, in making purchases for the brick yard 


- 
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for the year 1883, I made provision for payment in brick or accounts 
for brick sold. The accounts of the brick yard have been kept sepa. 
rate from the general accounts of the Prison. The results of this 
branch of manufacture have been highly satisfactory. After furnish. 
ing for the use of the Asylum commissioners, for. new shops and 
other purposes at the Penitentiary about 900,000, brick, paying for 
all material and tools for the yard, and all expenses of coriductin 

the same, excepting $362 now outstanding for wood and sand, we 
have paid $434.69 into the treasury and there are still outstanding 
accounts receivable amounting to $970.23, while the brick makin 

material on hand is worth abont $1,500. The accounts are beliey 

to be nearly all good, but collections, owing to the uncommon scarcity 
of money, have been unusually difficult. In addition, we have on 
hand ready for use 650,000 brick. For the brick furnished to the 
Asylum during the summer of 1883 (about 180,000) we were al. 
lowed by the commissioners $824.37 which was as nearly as could be 
ascertained the cost of the wood and sand used in their manufacture. 

We also furnished convict labor to the commissioners of the In. 
sane Asylum to the amount of 3,812 days’ work which is not in. 
eluded in the foregoing statement of earnings. 

When I assumed charge, the former Superintendent, Mr. Bush, 
had already agreed substantially upon the terms of a contract leasin 
to Messrs. Goldsmith & Loewenberg all the conviet labor not requir 
for the use of the State for a period of ten years, to go into effect as 
soon as the shop then in course of construction should be completed, 
and I afterward entered into a contract with the gentlemen named 
in accordance with the memorandum drawn up between ex-Superin- 
tendent Bush and Goldsmith & Loewenberg. 

It soon became apparent that. the room furnished by .the shops al- 
ready constructed was insufficient for the profitable employment of 
more than half the prisoners already available, and as their number 
was rapidly increasing, the importance of having additional shops be- 
came more and more pressing, if either the State or the contractors 
were to realize the full benetit of the labor of the prisoners. Under 
these circumstances the contractors proffered to advance all money 
which might be required for the erection of such additional shops 
as would be sufficient to employ all Jabor likely to be available till 
the legislature should meetif I would furnish the. brick necessary 
to be used in their construction, and refer the justice of their claim 
for reimbursement to the legislative assembly. Deeming this prop- 
osition advantageous to the State I gs in. it and at once began to 
erect an additional briek building similar to the one already con- 
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structed, in dimensions 110 by 227 feet, with an ell 25 by 100 feet 
connecting the new with the old shop, all one story high. This sho 
was ready for occupancy early the present year and has afford 
abundant room for all the convicts the State has thus far been able 
to furnish. The work was all done under my general supervision 
and all moneys advanced by Messrs. Goldsmith & Loewenberg were 
paid out on vouchers approved hy me. The amount so advanced, as 
shown by vouchers on file, was $15,897.35. As these shops at once 
enabled us largely to increase the income from the labor of the con- 
victs it seems to be only justice that the money thus expended should 
be reimbursed. * 

The results of the employment of the conviets under the existing 
contract so far are most encouraging. It aceustoms them to habits 
of industry, without which I think any efforts at reform are likely to 
prove futile; enables them to learn a trade by which they can, when 
discharged, support themselves by honest labor, and is remunerative 
to the State. LM to achieve the largest results in this direction, à 
further outlay will be required in the construction of sltops, if the 
present rate of increase in the number of convicts shall be maintained; 
and that it will be I see no reason to doubt. 

The late Superintendent, Mr. Bush, in his reports both for 1880 
and 1882 ealled attention to the need of additional cells and esti- 
mated the probable eost at a little less than $500 each. Since the 
beginning of 1888 the number of prisoners has been constantly and 
rapidly increasing and during the summer of that year it became 
absolutely necessary for the safety of the Prison either to provide addi- 
tional cells or decline to receive any more prisoners. Although the 
Superintendent had no express authority to incur such an expeuse 
the emergency was so evident and pressing that I considered I would 
fall short of my duty if I failed to meet it. I therefore assumed the 
responsibility of putting in an additional tier of 22 cells over the 
ones already built in the south wing of the Prison. Às the legisla- 
ture would not convene for a year and a half and my authority to con- 
tract on behalf of the State might be deemed imperfect, I resolved to 
raise the money required on my own credit and let the contract for 
building the cells for cash. I had no doubt that I would thus get 
the work done much more eheaply than would otberwise have been 
possible. The contraet for all the work except the plumbing was let 
to Trenkmann & Wolff, of Portland, for $6,514 40, and the plumbing 
to Dugan Bros.,-of Salem, for $248.50. In addition I paid

Making the total cost of the 22 cells $6,982.62, a fraction less than 
$315.12 each. For the iron work there was but one other bid, that 
of Bigelow, Sims & Morris, of San Francisco, for $7,435. The new 
cells are of the same size, weight of iron, and workmanship as the 
old. ; 

The arrangements which I made for the money before letting the 
contract failed at the last moment, and I had to borrow the amount 
temporarily from different persons till I could make permanent ar- 
rangements, which I finally accomplished, obtaining the money from 
Ladd & Bush upon two notes, the first dated January 12, 1884 for 
$2,000.60, due one year after date; the other dated April 4, 1884, 
for $5,277.77, due 10 months after date, both bearing interest at 10 
per cent. per annum. The difference between the face of these notes 
and the first cost of the cells represents the interest accruing between 
Sept. 15, 1883, when the money was first borrowed, and the date of 
the notes above mentioned. The amount due upon these obligations 
at maturity will be $7,918.84. 

Notwithstanding the additional accommodations thus afforded, the 
unexampled increase of prisoners soon demanded a still further en- 
largement. I was unable to provide cash to pay for these and hence 
could not make quite as favorable terms as in the first instance, I 
coutracted, however, with Trenkmann & Wolff to put 22 additional 
cells and 3 dungeons in the north wing of the Prison and upon their 
completion gave them a certificate reciting the terms of the agree- 
ment as follows:

This certifies that Trenkmann & Wolf have constructed for the 
State of Oregon, in the Penitentiary ee twenty-two new cells 
and three dungeons for the price specified hereinalter which sums 
they are justly entitled to receive fiom the State of Oregon to-wit:

That said work was done and material furnished at my instance 
and request, and was absolutely necessary in order to furnish cell 
room for the irfereased number of convicts, and was upon the express 
agreement, so far as I had authority to make an agreement on behalf 
of the State of Oregon that the State would pay the sums above 
stipulated with interest thereon from the date of the completion of 
said cells. J. A. STRATTON, 

Supt. Oregon State Penitentiary.” 


The necessity for building these cells has been sufficiently demon- 
stated by events. The Prison now has accommodations for 256 con- 
victs and at the close of the fiscal year there are exactly that many 
in the prison while every week adds to their number. There is no 
room for any more cells in the present building and within a short 
time it is evident that we shall again have to wrestle with the prob- 
lem what to do with the extra prisoners until cells ean be provided. 

The Prison building was originally designed so that if need be a 


wing could be added on the east side. Such an addition would af. ` 


ford room for 130 convicts and would cost perhaps $30,000 exclusive 
of briek, of whieh there are nearly enough on hand. It would an- 
swer for two and possibly four years. Between August 31, 1882, and 
Sept. 7, 1884, the number of convicts increased from 178 to 256. I 
see no reason to anticipate a rate of increase less rapid in the future. 

Ex-Superintendent Bush in both of his official reports suggested 
' the construction of separate quarters for “trusty” prisoners. If the 

system is to be continued the suggestion ought to be adopted. Upon 
this subject I quote from his report of 1880. He says: 

“The system is not a safe one, and yet the State cannot dispense 
with it, without incurring a considerable expense for free labor. It 
would have been well if, in construc.ing the prison, a department had 
been made for trusties from Which they could haye no communica- 
tion with the otler prisoners. This would have prevented the dan- 
ger, always existing, of tne trusiies conveying messages or matter 
out or in for their closer kept'comrades. This is an evil and menace 
of danger which no vigilance can wholly prevent.” 

I think it better, however, to abolish tlie system. Even with و‎ 
arate quarters, 80 long as both classes are kept within the same stock- 
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‘ade it will be impracticable to prevent communication between them, 

And under any trusty system there will be frequent escapes. With 

t the سس مھ‎ for employing all prisoners in the shops the ob- 

| jection to the inereased expense will be in a great measure obviated. 

: I am informed, too, that all the ground owned by the State suitable 
for the purpose can be cultivated by convalescent patients of the 
Asylum for the Insane, and it is likely that vegetables enough. could 
be thus grown to supply both institutions, 

The renewal of the stockade about the prison next summer will 
be absolutely necessary. I have been compelled already to rebuild 
the portions adjacent to the prison, and to brace and stay it through- 
out. The planks in many places are so rotten that one can kick a 
hole through them with his boot, and a heavy wind may at any time 
prostrate a whole side. Its weakness is a constant temptation to the 
convicts to a general assault, and has forced us, especially during the 
last year, to a large increase of the force of guards and watchmen. 
A brick wall will cost more than a plank stockade, but when built 
will be permanent and I think cheaper in thelong run. The ex- 
pense of rebuilding in either way will be considerable and should be 
provided fur by a special appropriation. 

Until last year the machine which supplied gas to the prison was 
located in the basement. Such an arrangement seemed to invite a 
conflagration, and at the earliest possible moment I had erected a 
small brick building, at a safe distance from the prison, to which the 

as machine was removed. In like manner the bake-oven and laun- 

ry were removed from the basement to buildings erected outside, 
thus اس‎ diminishing the risk of fire as well as improving the at- 
mosphere of the prison. 

The ranges which had been in use'I suppose since the" prison was 
built, and were smoky and cracked, finally gave out altogether, and 

۱ have been replaced with new ones manufactured mostly by convict 
labor, at an expense greatly below what they would have cost at the

~~ The sewer pipe in the north wing, originally of lead, à material 
i unfit for such a purpose, had become so worn and leaky as to make 
1! ita nuisance. This has been replaced with iron pipe. 


The pumps hitherto in use proved entirely inadequate to the in- 

creased demands upon them when it became necessary to provide 

۱ water for the use of the Asylum as well as the Penitentiary. To 
meet the additional requirements a larger pump was purchased 
sufficient to furnish a supply of water in case .of fire, at a cost, 


including freight, of $752.90, of which one-half was paid by the 
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Asylum commissioners. A substantial brick building has been 
erected over it and the connecting machinery. To insure a supply 
of pure water for ordinary use a large well was sunk a short distance 
from the creek, and walled with brick. A large pipe furnished with 
a gate connects the well with the treek so.that in case of fire the 
supply of water will always be abundant: A four inch main ought 
to be laid from the pump to a point near the prison, with branches 
connecting with hydrants at suitable places about the building. At 
present the protection against fire is very inadequate and the risk in 
such an institution is necessarily excessive. ~ 

These and other minor additions and repairs have caused the im- 

rovement account to mount up to a higher figure than common but 
[ venture to think that the appointments of the institution have 
been materially bettered in consequence. 

The gross expense per week for keeping each prisoner since I have 
been in charge has been $2.19 and a fraction, a cost somewhat greater 
than the gross expense for the two years previous. The net expense, 
over and above earnings and not including work done or brick fur- 
nished forthe Asylum, workshops, and about the Penitentiary, nor 
the value of brick and material on hand, is $1.23 and a fraction. A 
moderate estimate of the value of the property just mentioned and 

-uncollected accounts for brick sold would reduce the net cost below 
75 cents a week. The greater part of the increase over the two pre- 


vious years is accounted for in the enhanced cost of meats for which . 


I was compelled to pay, the first year 5 and the last 7 cents a pound, 
ag-inst 3 cents and 3.49 ceuts for the two years preceding. The in- 
crease in the number of prisoners has necessitated the purchase of a 


large number of b'ankets, the supply of which at the commencement ' 


of my term was limited, and these generally much worn. The pris- 
oners have been employed at hard labor more generally, I think, than 
at any former time, and this has not been without its effect as well 
on the wear and tear of elothing as on the quantity of food con- 
sumed. As already indicated, more than the usual amount has been 
expended in permanent improvements, and the rewards for esea 
convicts has also been uncommonly large. During the last year. es- 
pecially I have found it necessary to employ more guards and watch- 
men in proportion to the number of prisoners than had been cus- 
tomary in recent years. ۱ 

On the 3rd of July, 1883, occurred the most formidable mutiny 
known in the history of the. prison. Fourteen convicts armed with 
rude knives fashioned at odd times out of scraps of iron or steel, and 
with tamping irons belonging to the foundry, seized Warden Collins, 
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and Fletcher, an overseer in the shop, and using them as a shield 
against the guns of the guards marched them thrcugh a narrow gate 
into the yard between the stockade and the north a of the prison. 
As they were passing through this gate, guard Stillwell shot one pris, 
oner and almost immediately afterwards two more, killing them in. 
stantly. A fourth was mortally woundedtas he attempted to escape 
down the lane leading toward the city. Another was so badly 
wounded that he was unable to travel, and was soon recaptured.” One 
was overtaken near the Asylum and brought back, and another was 
retaken the following day. A few days later three were intercepted 
near Woodburn by persons on the lookout for them. On being or- 
dered to halt, they fed and were fired upon. One was killed and 
both the others wounded, one slightly, the other severely. Both 
have since recovered. Two were subsequently captured in Douglas 
county and one in Portland, leaving but one of the fourteen still at 
large. The rewards paid for those recaptured amount to $1,125. 

here have been six other escapes, all “trusties” and having but 
short terms to serve. 

With these exceptions, the discipline of the Prison has been good. 
I anticipated some resistance to working in the shops but have met 
with little difficulty in that respect. In this connection I have to 
commend the liberal course pursued by the contractors toward the 
prisoners in their employ. As an inducement to work faithfully, the 
contractors have fixed a seale of wages for the men employed in the 
foundry amounting to about ten per eent. of the compensation of 
free labor. Whatever is thus earned by each convict, is turned over 
to the warden at the end of the month, who disburses it as directed by 
the owner in any way not in conflict with the rules of the Prison. 
This plan has done much to promote cheerful industry among the 
men and has rendered our task comparatively easy. 

Six prisoners have died from natural canses, all of them except 
one from chronic disease contracted before they were received at the 
Prison . 

Rev. J. L. Parrish has held religious services regularly, and finds 
sufficient encouragement to continue his labors. Occasional services 
have also been held by other persons interested in the spiritual wel- 
fare of the inmates. 

Nearly all the vegetables used have been grown on the farm; and 
the supply on hand is more than sufficient till next season. 

A change should be made in the law relating to the salary of the 
Superintendent. The present compensation is not enough to com- 
mand all the time of a competent nian, and is moré than enough for 


* 
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an inspector. I think, however, that the office may be dispensed 
with altogether and the duties devolved upon the warden without det- 
riment to the service. ; ۱ 

I desire, in conclusion, to express my high appreciation of the 
faithfulness with which the various officers have discharged their 
several duties, and especially to commend the diligence and efficiency 
of wardens Collins and Jackson to whose long experience I am mainly 
indebted for whatever worthy of approval may be found in the man- 
agement of the affairs of the Penitentiary.

REPORT. 


To the Superintendent of the Oregon State Penitentiary: 


Sm: I beg leave to offer the following report of the Oregon State 
Penitentiary, the losses by disease and injury since September Ist, 
1883, and some observations in regard to the character of the present 
structure, with suggestions in regard to improved construction of 
prison buildings. 

During the time between September 1, 1882, and the present time, 
there has been no prevailing epidemic or contagion among the.pris- 
oners. This has been a most fortunate circumstance, as the location 
of the prison is probably one of the worst which could have been 
found in the county, if we leave out of our calenlation the single 
item of water-power. The site is low, the soil almost almost always 
damp, and the difficulties in the way of sewerage almost insurmount- 
able. Yet, in spite of a faulty situation, no epidemic, traceable to 
this cause, has so far done any considerable damage to the inmates. 
The diseases most naturally to be expected, from the environment,” 
wonld be rheumatism, and the various forms of malarial diseases. 
The number of prisoners who have been affected with these diseases 
in the past five years has not been perceptibly greater than among 
the same number of persons outside of the prison. This immunity 
which has fortunately attended the prison so far, cannot safely be de- 
pended ou to continue. Indeed, it would be most unwise to depend 
on its continuance unless that trust should be accompanied by an in- 
telligent provision against a possible outbreak of contagious and epi. 
demic diseases. 

The early history of this, and all other prisons, has a parallel in 
the settlement of all new countries. While the population was sparse, 
and the towns were mere hamlets,.the health of the settlers was al- 
most unbroken; but after a few years the influx of settlers and 

owth of towns changed the conditions on which health depends, 
and the death rate inereased in the same ratio.

The death rate for the United States, aecording to the ninth census, 
is 6.357 per 1,000, or only about half as many as in the army, a body 
of men selected carefully for physical manhood. The effects of crowd-

Symptoms of mental aberration were shown by several prisoners, 
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caused, perhaps, by the excitement of trial and conviction. Seclu- 
sion from all disturbing influences, with an unstimulating diet for a 
short time, effected a cure in every case. 1 


OPIUM HABIT. 


Many convicts on arrival are confifmed opium smokers, or use the 
drug internally. In some prisons, rations of opium are furnished 
those addicted to the habit, or they are permitted to get it without 
interference by the officers. Superintendent Stratton, on assuming 
charge of the prison, determined to stamp out this habit, and gave 
strict orders for its suppression. No system of “tapering off? was 
deemed necessary, and although the effect of this sudden change has 
been closely watched by myself, no injury has resulted. Two cases 
of consumption, occurring among the inmates during the last three 
years, both terminating fatally, were the result of opium smoking. 


BATHING. 


The facilities for bathing and cleanliness are not adequate to the 
growing needs of the prison. Next to fresh air and wholesome food, 
rsonal cleanliness is the most important agent in preserving both 
ee and mind in good working order. A dirty man will, in most 


dition of his skin having more to do with his morals than is gener- 
ally supposed. 


[RON CELLS. 


The cells now in use, and especially those built of iron, are poorly 
adapted to a damp climate. Being colder at all times than the air, 
they condense moisture, and keep the cells and contents constantly 
damp. The brick cells are some better, but are not equal to wood for 
dryness, and are little, if any, safer, so far as escape is concerned. 
The greatest fault with these cells is their size, being only 6x9, and 7 
feet high. They contain 378 cubic feet of air space—189 feet to each 
man, including bedding and furniture. This amount of air is too 
limited, to permit of health being maintained. An allowance of 500 
feet per man, in U. S. army barracks, is found to be inadequate, and 
causes a loss of 4 per cent. of picked men. Eight hundred to one 
thousand feet is recommended for each soldier by the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral. This want of air-space in the prisons, produces many .cases of 
neuralgia, chronic plenrisy, and disorders of digestion, and causing a 
large loss to the State yearly.

“The hospital, as at present arranged, is very poorly adapted to the

care of the sick. It is situated in the second story of the main build- 
ing, and is 62 feet square, with a height of 18 feet; a rooma too large 
to warm in cold weather. Being over the chapel it receives through 
its open stairway, the odors of the kitchen, in the basement, and the 
polluted air from all the cells in the prison. When the men are at 
work, this is not very noticeable, but at night the odor is sickening and 
makes the hospital very little better for the sick, than the cells, 
Quite often the prison has been so crowded that twenty to thirty 
“trusties” have been. quartered in this room, and it is so occupied at 
this time. The room istoo large to be made comfortable, and the 
windows being all on one side, it cannot be divided without having 


A much better plan to make the sick comfortable, would be to so 
build the new wing, which the crowded state of the prison makes 
necessary, that some of its cells can be made available for their use, 
The addition might be built very much like the present ones, so far 
as the outside and middle walls are eoncerned— say 42x85 feet. For 
additional security the outer walls can be lined ten feet high with 
boiler iron. The cells are to be placed just like the present ones, 
against the middle wall. The material used should be wood; the di- 
mensions at least 8x10, with 8 foot ceiling, and the construction much 


iron should be laid between the floors, and in every fourth or fifth 
partition, as à safeguard against fire. The minor detaile of galleries, 
stairways, water-pipes, etc., to be very much as in the other cells 
Of the dimensions given, there would be room in the wing for sixty 
cells, giving ample room for 120 men. These cells can be safely used 
for the sick, trusties and"short-time men who meet the approbation 
of the officers. Such men, to the number, sometimes, of twenty or 
thirty, have been quartered in the hospital, and, I believe, no escape 
has happened for years. 

These quarters, apart from the improved health and strength of the 
oceupants, can be made a power in the government of convicts. After 
all that may be said of discipline and force, all government is based 
on an appeal to the better elements found in convicts, as in other men. 
We have to deal with a class, many of whom are animal in their na- 
ture, and must appeal to arguments suited to natures largely animal. 
Good food and comfortable quarters on one hand, and iron cells on 
the other hand, will be easily understood. ۱

This report is supplemental to that of Hon. J. A. Stratton, Ex-Su- 
perintendent, and as a detailed account of the management of thé 
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prison for thetwo years immediately preceding his resignation, and of 
the general wants of the institution at the present time, are set forth 
in full in the report which he has already submitted, but little re- 
mains fo be added. [ heartily concur in the recommendations con- 
tained in his report rélative to the importance of additions and im- 
provements in the penitentiary buildings and about the grounds. 

At the present time the prison contains accominodations for 256 
conviets. The number actually confined is 275. This so crowds the 
building as to interfere with the discipline of the prison and to affect 
the comfort and health of the inmates, and the building of an addi- 
tional wing seems absolutely necessary. ۱ 

The fence about the grounds is so old and rotten as to be almost 
utterly worthless. In many places it has been found necessary to 
support it with props, to prevent its falling down. Two cross- 
fences, from the building to the main fence, have been entirely re- 
built. ۱ 

The condition of the prison building is very bad. The outside 
wood-work has not been painted since it was first constructed, and in 
many places has begun to decay for want of paint. The inside of 
the building should also be painted. 

The roof is the one which was put on when the building was first 
constructed, and it is utterly rotten. New gntters are needed at once, 
and an entirely new roof should be provided. In its present condition 
there is, during the rainy season, a constant leakage, keeping the 
floors of the main corridors always wet, and producing a damp mould 
upon the walls. Owing to the leakage of the roof, and the necessity 
of frequent serubbing, the asphaltum npon the floors of the corridors 
has worn away in many places. These floors are immediately above 
the main arches of the basement, and run lengthwise with them, and 
upon the wearing away of the asphaltum floors above, the leakage 
fiom the roof and the water needed for serubbing runs through upon 
the briek-work constituting the basement arches, and thus weakens 
and in time willrender them unsafe. To remedy this a cement coat- 
ing on the floors of the corridors is needed. 

The floors of both the chapel and the hospital are almost worn out 
from long use, and are so tainted by dry rot caused from want of 
ventilation, ete, that they have become unsafe, and should be re- 
newed. 

The location of the penitentiary is Jow, yet notwithstanding this, 
in building the basement an excavation of about four feet was made. 
As à result the basement overflows with water every winter, an evil 
which ean only be remedied by cementing the floor and the walls to 
a height of at least Tour feet. 5

The sewer pipes of the prison, except in the north -wing, are all of 
lead. These in the course of time begin to sag and leak, and fail to 


answer their purpose. They should be replaced with iron pipes, 
“whieh are much more durable. ^ 


Owing to the laige inerease in the number of 
range is also needed in the prison kitchen. 
The appliances for guarding against and putting out fires are algo 
' deficient. The tanks upon the roofs are rotten and of littlense, and 
should be rep;aced. Ilydrants and hose are also needed, There is 
not at present a foot ôf hose about the prison. This is a matter of 
the greatest Importance and should receivd serions consideration. 
From the foregoing it will appear*that the wants of the peniten- 
tiary are many and urgent. The presentation, however, is a plain 
statement of facts, and we feel that it is due to the publie that there 
should be no concealment whatever, but that the actual condition of 
affairs shonld be fully and plainly stated. ۱ 
Plans aud drawings of a section of stockade fence, and also of a 
proposed new wing for the prison, together with estimates of cost of 


the same, have been prepared and are submitted herewith for your 
consideration.

While the general health of the prison is good, it should be re- 
membered that there are nearly 300 men confined therein. The 
character of the employment in which a majority of them are en- 
gaged should also be considered. Among so many thus employed 
accidents are of almost daily occurrence, and there is almost constant 
need of the presence of a physician. Under the present rule thé vis- 
iting physician is required to visit the prison but once a week, unless 
sent for, This is a serious inconvenience. We are aleo compelled to 
depend upon a convict to prepare the drugs used in the treatment of 
prisoners. This I consider unsafe. In my opinion the interests of 
the institution require that this duty shonld be performed by the vis- 
iting physician, and it is also important that he should be required to 
visit the prison daily. Itake pleasure in commending Dr. W. L. Wade, 

the visiting physician, for the manner in which his duties have been 
discharged. Ife has been faithful and attentive and, so far as I am 
able to judge, very efficient. 

Tt may be of interest, in conclusion, to speak of another matter. 
The contractors for the prison labor have been in the habit of paying 
the convicts, at work in the shops, extra wages for over work and for 
particular efficiency in the work performed-by them. In this way a 
number of the convicts have accumulated quite a fund, which is 
placed in the hands of the Superintendent, subjectto their call. Of 
the sums thus earned there was in hy bands, on the 81st day of De-
